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Public  Assistance  Gearing  for  FAIM  Evolution 

New  federal  regulations  and  legislative  changes  to  the 
Families  Achieving  Independence  in  Montana  (FAIM) 
program  highlighted  discussion  last  month  in  Helena  for 
public  assistance  county  directors,  supervisors  and 
central  office  staff. 

The  quarterly  combined  management  meeting  focused 
on  exciting  changes  being  initiated  in  response  to  the 
"message"  heard  throughout  the  1999  Legislature  — 
"FAIM  is  a  great  program,  but  it's  time  to  begin  looking 
at  FAIM  Phase  II."  This  theme  is  consistent  with  input 
received  from  FAIM  Coordinators  and  WoRC  operators. 

As  public  assistance  employees  approach  the  next 
biennium,  they  will  implement  new  statutes  requiring 
changes  to  FAIM  sanctioning  and  to  study  the  effects  of 
sanctioning.  They  are  also  encouraged  to  develop 
intermediate,  more  intensive  services  that  could  help 
families  avoid  sanctions. 

Additionally,  changes  in  federal  TANF  (Temporary 
Assistance  to  Needy  Families)  regulations,  released  in 
mid-April,  will  allow  for  more  flexibility  within  FAIM,  and 
could  make  FAIM  a  transitional  program  to  support  and 
reward  working  families  who  stay  employed.  Public 
assistance  staff  plan  to  solicit  feedback  from 
communities  and  staff  about  needed  changes  for  the 
next  phase  of  welfare  reform. 
One  budget  proposal  approved  by  the  Legislature 
provides  flexibility  to  develop  specific  services  to  address 
employment  barriers  FAIM  participants  face.  Enhanced 
employment  and  training  services,  chemical  dependency 
counseling,  increased  child  care  funds  and  other  "safety 
net"  services  set  Montana  in  motion  to  enter  FAIM 
Phase  II. 
A  large  portion  of  the  meeting  was  also  dedicated  to: 

♦  Discussion  about  future  challenges  to  the  FAIM 
program. 

♦  Collaboration  with  county  governments  to  develop 
better  funding  solutions  for  public  assistance 
programs. 

♦  Working  together  with  communities  to  develop 
intensive  services  to  help  FAIM  participants  achieve 
success.

Once  upon  a  time,  Jackie  Jandt  found  time  for  horses,  country  living  and  watching  sunsets.  As 
the  program  coordinator  for  the  Community  Incentive  Program  (CIP)  since  December  1998,  Jackie 
is  now  immersed  in  the  ambitious  task  of  fulfilling  the  CIP  mission:    "Build  one  voice  for 
Prevention"  \r\  Montana. 

CIP  is  a  three-year,  $9-million  cooperative  agreement  with  the  federal  government  to  develop  a 
comprehensive  statewide  strategy  for  the  reduction  of  alcohol,  tobacco  and  other  drug  use  among 
Montana's  youth.  The  strategy  will  use  a  risk  and  protective  framework  for  prevention,  with  most 
of  the  funds  (85  percent)  distributed  to  communities. 

"Patient  but  persistent"  is  how  Jackie  describes  herself  when  explaining  how  to  manage  such  an 
imposing  task  and  oversee  a  huge  sum  of  money  that  everyone  wants.  "Integrating  all  prevention 
services  and  ensuring  the  different  federal  requirements  are  met"  will  challenge  the  speed  in  which 
CIP  activities  proceed,  Jandt  said.  Great  care  and  time  are  needed  to  develop  a  comprehensive 
community-based  model  of  prevention  that  will  be  sustained  long  into  the  future,  she  added. 

Jandt's  vast  scope  of  responsibilities  include:  managing  daily  CIP  expenses,  reporting,  planning 
activities,  tracking  implementation,  monitoring  effectiveness  of  community-based  programs,  and 
recommending  policy  and  procedures.  She  also  oversees  a  staff  of  five  people  who  assist  her  with 
coordinating  and  delivering  training  and  technical  assistance  to  communities  across  the  state. 
Jandt  and  her  staff  are  certified  to  provide  "Communities  that  Care"  training,  which  facilitates 
communities'  abilities  to  integrate  risk  and  protective  prevention  plans.  Her  travels  throughout 
Montana  has  led  Jackie  to  appreciate  and  applaud  the  many  dedicated  community  members  and 
state  employees  who  have  a  true  passion  for  prevention  and  the  future  of  children. 

Jandt  began  her  DPHHS  career  in  the  Medicaid  Services  Division  in  1992,  becoming  known  as 
the  "Refinance  Queen"  because  of  her  partnerships  with  other  agencies  to  optimize  funding 
streams.    Jackie,  who  also  completed  the  DPHHS  Management  Intern  Program,  credits  the  strong 
mentoring  of  Mary  Dalton  and  Nancy  Eilery  for  providing  her  a  chance  to  grow  professionally. 

Her  strong  dedication  to  children  motivates  her.  When  she  is  not  consumed  by  CIP  activities, 
Jackie  participates  in  4-H  and  spends  time  with  her  husband  of  10  years.  But  most  importantly, 
she  is  amused  by  her  Dalmatian  Dyllan,  who  has  a  weirder  sense  of  humor  then  herself.

Summertime  Sizzle:  Advice  for  Healthy  Barbeque  Fun 


Summertime  is  barbecue  time  in  Montana.  As 
the  days  get  longer  and  warmer,  our  taste 
buds  naturally  long  for  the  savory  flavor  of  food 
cooked  on  outdoor  grills.  Fortunately,  barbecue 
meals  can  also  be  quick,  easy,  and  tasty  ways 
to  get  the  nutrients  our  bodies  need  for 
summer  fun. 

"Grilled  foods  can  be  a  delicious  way 
to  pump  nutrients  into  summer 
meals,"  says  Phyllis  Dennee,  MS,  of 
Montana  Extension  Service  at  MSU- 
Bozeman.  "Serve  up  sizzling  Montana 
beef,  or  your  favorite  lean  meat,  with  a  variety 
of  summer  produce  -  and  you've  got  a 
nutrition  combination  that  cant  be  beat." 

According  to  Dennee,  lean  beef  is  a  delicious 
source  of  protein,  iron,  zinc,  and  other  nutrients 
for  everyone  in  your  family.  Lean  beef,  like  cuts 
from  the  round  and  the  loin,  makes  great 
grilled  entrees.  When  using  cuts  from  the 
round,  maximize  tenderness  by  marinating  at 
least  six  hours  before  cooking.  Loin  cuts,  which 
are  naturally  more  tender,  can  be  marinated  for 
15  minutes  to  2  hours  to  enhance  flavor. 

Eat  Right  Montana,  a  statewide  network  of 
health  and  nutrition  professionals,  urges 
Montanans  to  be  adventurous  with  their 
summer  meals.  Adding  fruits  and  vegetables  to 
barbecues  can  enhance  the  absorption  of  iron 
-  and  pump  up  your  intake  of  cancer-fighting 
phytochemicals  at  the  same  time. 

"Almost  any  fruit  or  vegetable  can  be  grilled  - 

just  like  meats,  poultry  and 

fish,"  says  Dennee.  "Cut 

your  favorite  produce  into 

fairly  thick  slices,  brush  with  a  little  olive  oil, 

and  grill  until  tender.  A  layer  of  cooking  foil 

with  a  few  holes  may  be  necessary  for  softer 


items  like  summer  squash  or  peaches."  For  a 
twice-as-nice  taste  treat,  grill  an  extra  steak  and 
a  few  more  veggies.  Slice  the  steak  thinly,  mix 
with  the  vegetables,  and  serve  on  a  bed  of 
fresh  Romaine  lettuce  with  vinaigrette  dressing. 
Voila  -  instant  lunch!
